THE BRITISH QUEEN STEAMER. 
From the Paisley Advertiser. 
This splendid and powerful vessel was built. 
as our readers are aware, by Messrs. Curling & 
Young, London, for the British and American 
Steam Navigation Company. She was launched 
at Limehouse, at the close of May, 1838, andar- 
rived at Port Glasgow about the 7ih of July ia 
that year, to get her engines—made by Mr. 
Robert Napier, Eogineer, Glasgow. By the 
politeness of Mr. Jolastone, resident enyineer, 
we bad an opportunity of giving this Ocean 
Queen a general overkaul on Monday last, aad 
we shall now subjoin a few particulars regard- 
ing her. Her engineering and other fittings are 
ima very forward state. On the day named, ber 
heavy machinery was all on board, with the ex- 
ception of the main shaft, which was expecied 
down from Glasgow on Thursday. We 
number of the dimensions of this vessel when 
she was launched, bat it may not be uninterest- 
ing to repeat a few of them, along wiih sume 
other details.

She has two id engines aboard, of 250 
horse power each; the frame work of which is 
in a massy gothic style, while the working parts, 
for etrength, beauty, aod excellence of fitting, 
are admirable. ch engine stands on a single 
plate of metal, weighing 35 cwt. ; four preces of 
the frame work weigh, each 16 tons; the cyho- 
ders weigh each 12 tons; the diameter of the 
bore is 774 inches; the diameter of the axle im 
the bushes 1s 164 inches, and the streke of the 
engine is 7 feet. ste has in all four botlers, any 
aumber of which can be used at one time with- 
out the others.

STATE OF CRIME IN ENGLAND. 

We have before us the first Report of the 
Commissioners appomted to inquire as to the 
best means of establishing an efficreat constabu- 
lary force in the counties of Enyland and Wales 
and most important information at certainly fur- 
aishes with respect to a very large proportion of 
our population, the pestle > 

It is stated—* That there ts an averaze of up- 
ward of 100,000 commitments anonaliy to the 
gaols, of the able-vodied population of Eeyland 
and Wales, for criminal offences; that there 
are from 11.000 to 20.000 persons constantly in 
the criminal gaols,of which number a large pro- 

jon are persons known as living wholly by 

habitval depredations ; and, from inquiries mmade 
in a large number of the indiv’!ual cases of pri- 
soners confwed for theft we find that, on the 
average, such prisoners, in the rural districts, 
where there is no trained coustabulary, have 
been at large, hving by depredation, during 
average periods, upward of hve years; and (hat 
the criminal prisoners 10 the gaois in the towns, 
where there is a paid and tramed force, have 
not been able to pursue their depredations mor€ 
than half that treme. But that, nevertheless, in 
either districts, prisoners are liberated with the 
prospect and the temptation of a career of un- 
keown but long duration for the fuiure, before 
permanent removal by process of law or by na- 
tural causes.
